served. 


iStatis/ties have been gathered,-to 


prove that the sugar used for mak- 
ing candy, alone, in the United Stat- 
es, is sufficient to meet all the sugar 
requirements of England, under the 
rationing standard 
enforced 
there 


And no one in England is permitted 
:o suffer from a lac-fc of sufficient 
sugar in his'food. 


More than enough sugar can be 


saved 'by the United 'States for ra- 
tioning France properly,Jf they^wil| 
eliminate their 
extravagant *'Cori- 


minp'tion of candy; it is declared. 


Italy can ibe supplied with all the 


sugar requirements and more than 
enough 'left to provide for the suff- 
ering population of Belgium if the 
American people will content them- 
selves 'with the sweets essential to 
their regular meals constitute their 
only consumption' of sugar, during 
the period of .the "n'ar. 


Of the total sugar consumption in 


the United States, according to the 
:best 
estimates 
obtainable, 
about 


one-third goes into the various food- 
stuffs including confectionery, while 
the remainder is consumed directly 
as food. The am'ount of sugar em- 
ployed in the making of confection- 
ery is variously estimated at from 
150,000 to 500,000 tons per 
year.

Of Common Table Salt 


Salt seems to have more Indispensa 


ble uses In the household than any oth 
er one thing except -water. Most 01 
such things can have substitutes. Salt 
stands for itself. 


For example, do you know that cut 


ham will retain its freshness much 
longer if the cut side and the bone are 
rubbed -with salt or that the peculiar 
muddy taste of fish may be done away 
with if the fish are soaked for a time 
in clean fresh water that is strongly 
salted? 
It may not be known that a tiny 


pinch of salt added to fresh milk wil 
retard Its souring, or that a touch o: 
salt In the water where eggs are being 
poached will set the white of the egg 
or that it will preserve the color in 
boiled green vegetables if they are 
cooking in an uncovered vessel, or tha 
a pinch, of salt will cause the whites of 
eggs to beat up more quickly. 


It is well to know that the pancake 


griddle may be rubbed with a smal 
bag of salt in place of• any grease an( 
the cakes will not stick, or that If you 
sprinkle a little salt on the floor of th' 
oven it will help to prevent the cak 
from burning, or that If you will soak 
nuts overnight in salt water and strikf 
them on the end the nut meat wil 
come out whole, or that salt will make 
cream whip more easily. 


Few persons are aware that a On; 


speck of salt gives coffee or tea a mel 
lower taste, or that if yon pat a littlt 
salt well sprinkled over the kitchen 
fire it will keep it going quite awhile 
or that if soot falls on the carpet itjcai 
be thlckl.v covered with dry salt and 
then swept up, soot and all.
